Report dated April 12, 1988, from Mr. I. W. Scott, Commissioner of 
Recreation & Parks, with respect to the emplacement of a washroom facility 
in Birchwood Park. 


The Recreation and Parks 1988 Capital Budget identified an amount of 
$85,000 for the emplacement of washroom/changerooms at a major sports 
park in the City. Staff are currently reviewing types and locations for these 
facilities throughout the City. A comprehensive report which will outline 
requirements for the next 10 year program will be available during Capital 
Budget discussions In the Fall of 1988. 


A significant demand presently exists for a washroom facility in Birchwood 
Park - approximately 35,000 persons will use this park in 1988 which is 
particularly busy for weekend tournaments. 


Portable washrooms, paid for by the Clarkson Lorne Park Baseball 
Association for the past several years, are no longer able to adequately meet 


Recreation & Parks have been working with Building Services to develop a 
washroom facility only that Is functional and does not include a canteen 
and/or changerooms. Approval to proceed now with this project would enable 
the facility to be constructed by early July, thereby making it available for 
the majority of the summer season. 


RECOMMENDATION 
That tenders be called immediately for the emplacement of a 
washroom facility in Birchwood Park with funding allocated from the 
1988 approved Recreation and Parks Capital Budget.

The implementation of the recommendations would result in improved access 
for shore-based anglers and improved appearance for the river mouth area. 
More anglers and visitors would be attracted to the area providing economic 
benefits to area merchants and charter boat operators. It would also be a 
positive demonstration to potential private developers and local residents 
that the first steps of implementation of the Port Credit Harbour and 
Waterfront Concept Study have begun, with the hope of stimulating proposals 
for further development from the private sector.

Mr. Michael Michalski, the consultant, reviewed the Study and outlined the 
recommendations. 


He noted that the report does not include reference to erosion control works 
which would likely be required by the Credit Valley Conservation Authority, 
at an estimated cost of $68,000. 


Responding to questions, Mr. Michalski advised that concerns of the Port 
Credit Yacht Club, the Don Rowing Club and the Mississauga Canoe Club 
have been considered. 


Mr. Michakski advised Councillor Kennedy that while consideration of a 
pedestrian walkway beneath the bridge had not been considered, it was 
certainly a possibility. The Councillor requested that this be investigated. 
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With respect to the location of the kiosk, it was suggested that this should be 
coordinated with the Region of Peel for the relocation of the existing pump 
house. 


Councillor Kennedy moved that the entire Study be referred for consideration 
in the 1989 Recreation & Parks Department Budget. Mr. I. W. Scott, 
Commissioner of Recreation & Parks, advised that it would not be possible to 
make formal recommendations with respect to which aspects of the Study 
should be the first implemented at this time, and that recommendations 
would be made based on an overall priority of all Departmental Capital 
Budget items. 


In response to comments by Councillor D. Culham, Councillor M. Prentice, 
Chairman, advised that it was her understanding that the Study would be 
Considered in the 1989 Budget discussions at which time there would be 
recommendations as to which areas detailed in the Study should be 
implemented. 


Mayor H. McCallion advised that she is in support of the recommendation to 
consider the entire Study in the 1989 Budget deliberations, Indicating that she 
believes that the Port Credit area Is a priority, particularly since it Is an area 
which Is used dally during the summer season. 

Mayor McCallion announced that she has recently been approached with 
respect to the Mississauga Fishing Hall of Fame and that there has been an 
Indication that the Sportsmen's Show would make a financial contribution.
